Bear Mountain Settlement Near?

The Fred Bear Museum at Bear 
Mountain is ance anain onenad far 
business and hopes to keep operating 
throughout the winter. 

It is but one of four operations 
which have operated in the past at the 
Rasmus Hanson Racraatinn Area The 
concessions now have renegotiated 
operating leases for the future. 

The state has reached a tentative 
agreement in the lengthy controversy 
over the area. Bear Archery official 
Robert Kelly said Monday. the com- 
pany is very happy aboul the new 
Jease arrangement and said the 
3 it isa fing resolvement 
! the nast problems. 

Mr. Kelly went on to say that the 
museum was onened January 15th and 
satd tne company wili try to keep it 
open as jong as the customers were 
not harrassed. He said customers had 
been intimidated to the point where 
the company was forced to close their 
operations. “We will try to keep it 
open as iong as possibdie uniess ine 
pickets force us to shut it down again. 
The company spokesman blamed 
UAW strikers for forcing the closing of 
the museum since the middle of the 
summer of 1976. 

The state military board has approv- 
ed leases and sub-leases for the 
continued operation of the area. Their 


actions recognize the Grayling Rec- 
reation Authority as the operations 
agent and approves proposed sub- 
leases for the museum, Little Smokey 
Railroad and Pine Knoll Inc., which 
operates a trailer park. The agree- 
ments worked out now go to the 
Economic Development Administra- 
tion and the State Attorney General's 
office for their O.K, The military board 
has written in more restrictions on the 
lease and sub-leases to avert prob- 
lems created in past years with profit 
and non-profit organizations. 


Neilson A. Miles, speaking for the 
autnonty cad ho was very pieased 
with the new arrangements. “I feet it 
brings back to the community and to 
this areca the ski facility which we 
aimost inst” he said. “This has 
cleared up all the past controversy and 
put it (the recreation area) on a 
perfectly responsible and legal basis 
for the satisfaction of everyone.” 


Miles explained that under the new 
leases the ski equipment inciuding the 
tows and all apparatus except the 
buildings at the ski site are now the 
property of the local authority. He said 
this was an absolute gift from the 
Economic Development Administra- 
tion of the Department of Commerce. 
Miles said they waived their lien on the 
equipment and donated it to the

Tne tocai auliurity is represented by 
the Citv of Grayling. the Township of 
Grayling and the Crawford - AuSable 
School District.

Miles said the Pine nol Trailer 
Park, which is located on the site will 
have to remove about 30 permanent 
trailers from their location during the 
next four years to meet the terms of 
their lease which will not be renewable 
after it expires in 12 years. Operators 
for the campground were not available 
for comment on the lease negotia- 
tions. 

Al Barkley, operator of the Little 
Smokey Railroad. said he hopes the 
new lease arrangement goes through 
but declined to comment further until 
he saw something officially in writing.

It just won't go away — the problem 
of financing local education, that is 

What brings this unfortunate fact to 
mind is the recent decision by the 


California State Supreme Court that the 
Property tax-based school financing 


System in California doesn’t do justice 
to all the school students in that state 
and therefore must be scrapped. 

Instead, the court ruled. the system 
Must provide equal educational op- 
portunities for students in both rich and 
Poor districts, and the California 
legislature has until 1980 to come up 
with a fair and equal plan of tax support. 
_Unequai local tax support for schools 
Wolaiés ihe niyttls Ul pupiia iv equal 
Protection of the law, the court said. A 
Couple of years back, the United States 
Supreme Court declined to rule the 
Same way — that is, that local nronerty 
tax support of schools denied equal 
vights for students, instead, the federa! 
court said the matter was up to the 
States. 

New Jersey rulad against property-tax 
financing of scnoois eariy iast year; 
then, late in the year, the California 
court repeated the message. 


“A total victory for the poor school 
districts and school children,” claimed 
a spokesman from a poor district. 

“The decision must be held respon- 
sible for the eventual chaotic des- 
truction of public education in Cali- 


fornia,’ rejoined a spokesman from a 
tich district. 

And so it goes. 

The court's reasoning is interesting, 
and | quote in part: 

“The poor district cannot freely 


choose to tax itself into an excellence 
which its tax rolls cannot provide ... 

“So long as assessed valuation within 
a district's boundaries is a major 
determinant of how much it can spend 
for its schools. oniy a district with a 
large tax base will truly be able to 
decide how much it really cares about 
education.”

father in a poor district, who was told to 
move out of the district if he wanted a 
decent education for his son. 

Although the California court left the 
final question of compliance up to the 
governor and legislature, it had some 
suggestions. The court allowed as how 
a “workable, practical and feasible” 
solution might be found somewhere 
along these lines: 

—Full statewide funding of schools 
accompanied by a statewide property 
tax. 

—Consolidation of the present 1,000- 
plus California focal schoo! districts

(following the same theory of equality

—Taxing commercial and industrial 
nroperty at the state level rather than 
locally. 

—A voucher system in which parents 
aré given a specified aroun of money 
to spend on their child’s education in 
the school of their choice. 

Folks, what we have here is a problem 
which almost defies adequate solution. 

On the one hand is the need for 
adequate financing of local education, 
in most places handled principally by 
the property tax; in California, for 
example. local property taxes amount to 
about 50 percent of school support, 
state aid about 41 percent, federal aid 
about 6 percent, and the rest from fees 
and reimbursed costs. The split is not 
too dissimilar elsewhere. 

On the other hand is the need for 
dollar relief for harried property tax 
payers. Most folks don’t mind Sup- 
porting schools, but they don’t like to 
crimp their standard of living in order to 
pay the tax bills. That’s why so many 
millage votes go down to defeat; it’s 
one of the few places the taxpayer gets 
a direct voice in limiting tax levels.
